His pretended Evidence, That we deny 
Chriſt Feſus, &c. and that we cannot call 
Him Chriſt, is from Iſaac Penningron?s Que- 
itions to Profeſſors, wherein he calls the - 
Body or, Fleſh (wbich the Son of God took 
npon him) the Vail, &c. And what then ? 
Does this prove we deny Chriſt Jeſus, that 
was born of the Virgin 2 Did not the A- 
poſtle ſay, he conſecrated a new and living 
way through the Dall, that is to ſay, his 
Fleith ? Heb. r0. 20, Did the Apoſtle 
herein deny Jeſus to be Chriſt * No 
ſure. 

But what if 7. P, ſaid, he could'nort call 
the bodily Garment or Vail Chniſt ? (that is) 
the entire Chriſt; or the Body (which was 
prepared for him) chrefly, and in the 
firſe place, Chziſt ; as he Explains his own 
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words. Does this deny Dim ( the Son of 
God) to be Chriſt ? Surely no. ls the 
maſculine [ PtmJ properly relative to 
the Neuter [ Body J diſtinct from the 
Soul? I do not think that to.be proper 
Cor Grammatical ) Sence. The word 
LC Jt 7 is'relative to Body, but [Him] to 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt himſelf. For Joſeph 
went unto Pzlarte, and asked the Bodp of 
Jeſus, and took Jt down; and wrapped 
Jt in a Linnen Cloath and laid Jt in a 
Tomb, Luke 23. 52,53, Which is alſo 
called the DBodp of the Lord Jeſus, Chap. 
24. 3- Yet the entire Meſſiah or Chriſt 
of God, is not to be divided in Body or 
Soul. And TIfnac Pennington did not ſay he 
* could not call Him Chriſt, who was both 
God and: Man, .Immarnnuel and the Man 
Chriſt Teſus the Meſſiah. 

Firſt, His Charge ; That the Quakers 
believe and fay, They cannot cal! Vim 
Chriſt that was born of the Virgin. I can- 
not find theſe words either as believed or 
ſaid *by the Quakers in any of Bugg?s Quo- 
tations, either out of J1/. Penningtor”s 
Queſtions, or any other; and therefore I 
deſire him in his next , to ſhew me ex- 
preſly, where the Qrakers ſay they cannot 
call Him Chriſt, that was born of the 
Virgin, &c. if he can, I can as expreſly 
deny that ſaying ; for 1 have told him

the contrary in my Charitable Eſſay. 
Secondly, ] cannot find (nor believe) that 
the Quakers call Geo. Fox the Branch, the 
Star, the Sun of Righteouſneſs. In the In- 
ſtance quoted by F. Bugg, p.- 34. I ſind 
not G. Fox mentioned. in that Cita- 
tion; but inſtead. thereof F. Bog queſti- 
ons It in the Margin thus ; viz. Pray wyo 
do you account this Branch, if not G. Fox? 
1 ſay, who elſe did you aſſign theſe Titles to? 
Was it t8 G, Fox, or the Light in him? 
Pray diſtinguiſh in your next. Thus he 


now gueS5tzons that which before he has 


poſlitively charged over and over. Thus 
inſtead of Proof, he meerly begzs the 
Queſtion, and ſo whirles about begging 
Queſtions; and not only ſo, but ( like 
2n unjuſt Judge) has condemn'd us as 
perjur?d Perſons, yea, even a pack of falſe 


Witneſſes and perjurd Perſons for denying, - 


his Charge, Þ- 33. And this is nor all, 


but he has condemn'd us to the Pillory 


too with his ridiculous Figure thereof, 
in his Epiſtle to the Bereans ( as before ) 
But now, upon Tryal and Enquiry, he 1s 
fain to queſtion Matters of Fact, after his 
Condemnation and ſuch his Execution. 
Thus prepoſterous is this unjuſt Judge in 
his arbitrary Proceedings, and ſcandalons 
Treatment againſt us. And his Conlſe- 
quence of the Quakers giving Witneſs 10 

B 3 G. Fox 
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G. Fox Jrſtead of Thriſt follows not from 
fuch his begging Queſtions, his lame De- 
feCtive and falſe Evidence; and we are ſure 
1s contrary to our Faith and Teſtimony — 
For our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, of whom the Holy Scriptures Te- 
ſtife, who is the Branch, the Morning 
Star, the Suz of Righteouſneſs, and hath 
ſpiritually riſen both in the Neorzh, South, 
Eaſt and Weſt of England, and other Parts, 
even in the Hearis and Souls of many 
Thouſands, and 6G. F. and many others on- 
ly his Servants and Miniſters. 
. Bugg*s other conſequence, That they 
(i. e. Quakers) put the North of England 
for the Town of Bethlehem. ?Tis alſo a 
notorious falſhood deduced from his other 
falſhoods, which is but adding one Lie to 
another. h 
Thirdly, 1 neither do belicye, nor can 
find, that the Quakers ſfy.,, Chriff*s Body, 
either was, Or 35, of an earthy periſhing Na- 
twre (as F. B. hath frequently charged it 
upon Iſaac Pennington, and conſequently up- 
. on the Quakers Miniſters, for his ſake, 
but that the Fleſh and Blood of our Na- 
ture (and as *tis in vs) 1s of an Earthly pe- 
riſhing Nature, whereas Chriſts Fleſh ſaw 
' no Corruption, it did not 
OS Corrupt; * And therefore it 
and 13. 379. Were 2 very grezt —

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and Abſurdity for any to ſay, that his Bo- 
dy (which is changd and glorified) is of 
an Earthy and periſhing Nature, he being 
Aſcended into Glory. This 1s anſwer'd 
in our Charitable Eſſay, p. 4. and Unrefu- 
ted by F. B. And I ſtill charge is upon 
himas aLie, that the Quakers tap Chriſt's 
Body, either was, or now 1s, of a periſhing 
Nature. 

Fourthly, Ido not find in F. Bugg's In- 
ſtances and Quotations, nor yet in any of 


our Friends Books, that the Quakers lap, 


The Þolp Scripture is either Carnal, 
Duſt, Death, or killeth, &c. (Theſe are not 
our Words, he wrongs us in Fat) but 
that the Lerter killeth, and is dead. And 
did not the Holy Apoſtle ſay, The Letter 
killeth, but the Spirit giveth Life? And did 
he not peak of the MPiniltration of Death 
Written? 2 Cor. 3. 6, 7. Yet he did not 
contemn, but own the Holy Scriptures, as 
able to make the Man of God Wile unto 
Salvation through Faith in Chriſt, 2 Tim. 3. 
15, 16. In tte Book Cited by F, B. News 
out of the North, p. 14.the Words he chicf- 
ly picks ont, and Objefts, are, viz. Their 
Goſpel is duſt [it's not the Goſpel] Mathew, 
Mark,, Luke and Fohn, which is the Letter 
{not their Doctrine, but the meer Letter or 
Writing.] The Words ſhould rather be 
thus Tranſpoſed, viz. Their Goſpel is duſt, 
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who put the Letter (or four Books of Mathew, 
Mark, Luke and Fohn) for the Goſpel, with« 
out diſtinction. Such alſo have put the 
Letter or Writings for the L:ght, and the 
Letter for the Word, and forthe Goſpel, yea 
for Eternal Life, conſequently for . Chriſt, 
&c, Some clapping hands upon the Book, 
ſaying, This Book, is the Word of God, the 
Goſpel, you muſt have Eternal Life here, 
ſuch Life-leſs Preachers we have often met 
withal. | 
Though it*s not my place Littcrally ro 
excuſe theſe Expreſſions as laid down be- 
fore, yet I cannot take this Inſtance for any 
real Proof or clear Evidence of matter of 
Fact as charged, viz. Tyat the Quakers ſay, 
the Holy Scripture is Carnal Duſt, Death, 
&c. as he chargeth Us; yet if F. B. can 
fairly prove that any of Us have expreſly 
ſaid, or ſaid That the Goſpel- Dottyine contain- 
ed in the four Books of Mathew, Mark, Luke 
and Fohn is Duſt, or but the Letter that 
k:lleth, We do, and ſhall poſitively diſown 


it: This I fairly proffer him : However. 


the ſaid Author's intention and meaning 
ought juſtly and charitably to be conſider- 
ed and compared with ſome other paſſages 
in the ſaid Treatiſe which I take to be 
thus, wiz. by Their Gosptl is Duſt, i. c. the 
falſe Miniſters Preaching their own con- 
ceivings and immaginations on Scripture for 

: Goſpel 
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_— and by Matthew, Mark. Luke 
and John being the Letter, as not meant 
either of thoſe holy Men or their Evan- 
gelical Doctrine, but to the meer Letter or 
Writing in the four Books abſtraftly confſi- 
dered as in Paper and Ink;and falſe miniſters 
dead Preaching and Commenting thereupon, 
without the Spirit, Life or Power of Chriſt 
Jeſus; like as the falſe Prophets, who 
though they ſtole the true Prophets Words, 
yet their Preaching was compared but. to 
the Chaff (or Huck, &c.) Fer. 23. 28, 30. 
Accordingly the fame Treatiſe before quo- 
ted the Reflects on theſe Hipocrites , 
« Proud, Covetous and Idolatrous Prieſts, 
& who Preach their own Words, Imagi- 
« nations and Conceivings, painting them- 
« ſelves with the Words of the Prophets, 
« Chriſt and . his Apoſtles; znd teach 
< People, They ſhall never overcome their 
&© Sins in this Life, calling ſuch Preaching 
the Goſpel. This is their Goſpel in- 
tended before ( News ont of the North, 


| ' Þ- 12,, 13, 14.) yet falſely pretend Mar- 


thew, Mark, Luke and John to be their 
Goſpel. 

There are many ſubſtantial living Truths 
and divine Openings deciared and teſtified 
in that Treatiſe, which co doubt proceed- 
ed from a Divine Motion. And ſuppo-

ſpoſing of Words, and Defects in Gram- 
mar and Syntax (in the manner of word- 
ing) have happened, either in Printing, 
Tranſcribing or otherwiſe, is it juſt to 
charge our Principle, or the Author's 
Intention, therewith. 

The Scriptures themſclves have not 
been wholly free from vain '/Carpers and 
Caviller ; our Adverſary when he has de- 
clared poſitively, That -he is not enducd 
with that Spirit the Holy Apoſtles bad, and 
that his Reaſons againſt 1s muſt needs be de- 
feckive. Yet now we muſt take his mean- 
ing, that he has it uct by way of Eminency

lec*'s but have the ſame Liberty to conſtrue 
our Friends Words as he takes here for his 
own, and we ſhall make them look far 
bercer then he does, no doubr.

Scriptures; zo wir, the Holy Doctrines 
and divine Precepts therecf ( and to the 
Books alſo ) as F. Bugg alſo confeſſes , 
viz. G, W. ſays, Though he does not 


| aſcribe Helineſs to the Paper and Ink or 


dead Charatters ; no- more do 1], nor do 
1 know any body does; but ( ſiys George ) 
to the hily Dottrine , and bleſſed Precepts 
therein contained. which therefore are called 
holy Scriptures : Very well; here we apree, 
if G. W. &c, ſpeak as they-mean, Apol.

[Thus far F. B, J Przy obſerve, then 
both we and he agree in t1:is, not to aſcribe 
Holineſs to the Paper and Ink .or dead 
Characters, but to the holy Doctrine and 
bleſſed Precepts therein contained. How 
now F. B, where art tliou now with thy 
Charge and Condemnation cf Perjury and 
P:llory vpon us?

Thy 
Charge is now more remote from Proof 
than ever it ſeemed : Therefore I challenge 
thee to prove that we fay, The hoip 
Scripture, namely, the holy Doctrine 
and bleffed Precepts, are either Carnal, 
Duſt, Death, Killing, &c.

Here F. Buzg, by tis kind of Logick, has 
run himſelf-into the ſame Snare anc Error 
(as he deems it) which he has unduly charged 
Iſaac Pennington withal, namely, That if 
Chriſt took upon him the Fleſh and Blood 
of our Natures, and our's be Perifhing, Ergo, 
bis was periſhing; but he took our*s, he 
cannot deny, he took part of the fame 
Fleth and Blcod the Children had, Zeb. 2. 
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14. Then by F. B%. own, Ergo, his muſt 
needs be of a periſhing Nature, unleſs he 
will whirl abour, and unſay what he has 
ſaid, namely, that it was mot of our Na- 
ture which Chriſt took upon him : And 
then he muſt deny him to be of the Seed 
of Abraham according; to the Fleſh. 

Bur I deny F. ZB*s Argument 1a this caſe, 
as neither very good Logick, nor true in 
its ſelf; Ideny his Ergo : Though the Fleſh 
of our Nature be periſhing, as in us, yet 
it was not. periſhing as aſſumed by him

[| True, but what follows ?] Therefore, quoth 
F. B. *7s no abſurdity to ſay, It was not 
Jeſus Chriſt for whom the Body was prepared ; 
It was not feſws Chriſt that came in the 
Fleſh, but the Word, Joh. '1. 1. Apol. In- 
trod. Þ. 3. 

And yet he has confeſſed, it was the Son 
of God that took the Body, p. 4. What 
confuſion and Self-contradiftion does the 
Man blindly run into? :And how contrary 
to the Apoſtle Fohws Teſtimony is his 
Doctrin herein. See 1 Joh. 4.2, 3. Every 
Spirit that confefſeth that Jeſus Chriſt is 
come iz the Fleſh, is of God, and every 
Spirit which confeſſeth not, that Jews Chriſt 
is come zz the Fleſh, is not of God; but 
this is the Spirit of Anti-Chriſt. Whar 
Spirit is this in our Adverſary, which faith, 
It was not Jeſus Chriſt that cameinthe Fleſh, 
who was it then ? It was the Word the Son 
of God; as if Jeſus Chriſt were neither 
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the Word; nor the Son of God : © horrible 
Anti-Chriſtianiſm /! 

And contrary alſo to that Martyr Dr. 
Barnes his Conteſſion, as cited by F. Bugg 
himſelf, p. 45- viz. 1 believe, that without 
Mars will or power, Chrift Jeſus was Concei- 
ved by the Holy Ghoſt, and took Fleſh of the 
bleſſed Virgin Mary, ACts. and Mon. p. 610. 
Now, if Jeſus Chriſt took Fleth of the bleſ- 


ſed Virgin Mary, then it was Jeſus Chriſt 


that came- in the Fleſh : Bur it was Jeſus 
Chriſt that took Fleſh; Therefore *twas 
Jefus Chriſt that came in the Fleſh ; con- 
ſequently -F. Bugg?s Doctrine, That is was 
ot Feſus Chriſt. that came in the Fleſh, is 
Anti-Chriſtian, Anti-Apoſtolical and con- 
;tradictory to the ſaid Martyr?*s Do- 
Ctrine. | 
Note. His accuſing us, That we own no 
other Ehrift than He that appeared in the 
body, Introd. p. 5. *Tis well he grants 
we own that Chriſt, what other Chriſt 
would he have us own? For his Lzzhr, 
Spirit, Heavenly Treaſure,, that we have 
1n our earthen Veſſels, is neither any divi- 
ding of Chriſt, nor any other Chriſt, but 
of the ſame Chrift Jeſus who came in the 
Fleſh, was born of the Virgin ary, &c. 
and fpiritually manifeſted, and partaken of 
in his Saints (in Meaſure) by his Grace 
and good Spirit, where the Spirit of Chrift 
3s, there is Chriſts { 
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1 _Tobſerve, that much of F. B*s former 

7 Book is reprinted in this ; at which rate 

 *tis an -eaſie matter to make Books, to 
print and reprint the ſame things over and 
over again 3 and when Anſwered (as in 
my Charitable Eſſay) inſtead of Replicati- 
on, to impoſe the ſame things refuted, over 
and over again: And this 1s F. B*s man- 
ner of troubling the World with his Im- 
pertinent Scribbles, and Scancalous Books, 
tending to divide and make diſcord, Seds- 
tion and Strife among the People; as may 
be eaſily made appear, that the very Na- 
ture and Tendency of them is Sed:t:ons, 
to cauſe Diſcord, moſt falſly to render the 
People commonly called Quakers Obnoxi-

His Accuſation, that the Quakers inſinu-

+ That what the true Prophets ſpake, was falſe ; 
and what the falſe Prophets ſpake was true, 
+ P- 47. Wediſown theſe Expreſſions as laid 
down ; and I think they are not duly In- 
ferr*d from the ſaid Book; queſtioning, 
Whether ſome Words in theirs were ni ſpoken 
by Wicked Men, ſome by Wiſe Men, vl 
applied, ſome by good Men ill Expreſſed ; 
ſome by falſe Prophets, and yet true ; ſome 
by true Prophets, and yet falſe (or rather 
miſtakes) yet this queſtioned but of ſome 
words in Scripture, not all, as what the true 
or falſe Prophets ſpake, as he ſtates it in his 
New Rome Unmaskd, P. 23. 

Of the falſe Miniſtry (1ztred. p.g.) He 
is offended at ſome of our Friends former- 
ly calling them The Prieſts of the World, 
Conjurers, raiſing dead Dofrines out of the 
Letter, Theives, Robbers, Auti-Chriſts, ra- 
vening Woolves, greedy Dopgs, &c. (Introd. 
P- 9.) But who were theſe names given 
to? Not to all other Miniſters in general, 
that are not of us, or not in outward So- 
ciety with us : Whoto then? F. B. An- 
twers They ( ij, e.

{craps and broken Sentences, and pieces 
out of o1d Books, and ſo patches up his 
Dirty and Scurrilons Books againſt us, and 
then gives us all the ill names he can, and 
cries out againſt us as New Rome, Impus 
dence, Impudent Impoſtors, Cawards, cunning 
Sophiſters, Tugglings, Legerdemean, apackof 
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falſe Witneſſes and Perjur'd Perſops > And 
ſaith, Surely Simon: Magus mever exceeded 
theſe Impoſters, ACt. 8. (Introd. p. 11. 15. 
18. 47.) Thus his great Optrage and Impla- 
cable Malice appears. 

And like a' furious Incendiary, to blow 
up the Fire of Contention and Perſecution 
again, and to incenſe the Government and 
Magiſtrates againſt us ; he does not only 
call us New Rome, Rome's Siſter, compa- 
ring us with the PapiSts, as coming, not 
one jot behind them, but harmoniſing with them 
(Ep.
